An  activity  course  including 
three  racket  sports  and  hand¬ 
ball  has  been  added  to  the 
Health,  Physical  Education, 
Sind  Recreation  Department’s 
program  this  semester. 

In  PE  20,  instructed  by  Dr. 
Paul  Gates,  ping  pong,  smash, 
paddleball,  and  handball  are 
combined  into  one  course.  The 
course  was  made  possible  by 
the  construction  of  two  hand¬ 
ball  courts  in  the  Lamkin 
Gymnasium  basement. 

Handball  is  the  most  vigor¬ 
ous  of  all  recreational  activi¬ 
ties,  according  to  Dr.  Gates.

In  this  game,  two,  three,  or 
four  players  may  use  the 
court.  When  three  play,  it  is 
called  cut-throat  because  the 
three  alternate,  with  the  one 
serving  playing  against  the 
other  two. 

Paddleball  is  played  on  the 
same  court,  but  a  short-hand¬ 
led  tennis  racket  and  an  air- 
centered  ball  are  used  to  slow 
the  game  down  considerably. 
Points  in  both  games  are  nor¬ 
mally  scored  when  the  defense 
fails  to  return  the  ball  or  the 
server  makes  two  successive 
illegal  serves. 


Smash  is  a  modified  ping 
pong  game  in  which  an  en¬ 
larged  paddle  and  ball  are 
used  with  a  three-sided  table. 
The  ball,  which  bounces  off  the 
walls  and  back  to  the  players, 
must  be  successfully  returned 
to  the  table  to  earn  a  point. 

Paddleball  and  handball  have 
become  popular  games  for  sev¬ 
eral  .  faculty  members.  Fre¬ 
quent  visitors  to  the  courts  are 
Dr.  Donald  Armstrong,  Dr. 
Jolm  Beeks,  Jerry  Brekke, 
Harmon  Mothershead,  David 
Bell,  Roger  Corley,  Wayne  Van 
Zomeren,  Frank  Mannasmith 
and  Jerry  Winsor. 

“As  fast  as  these  two  sports 
are  growing  in  popularity,  it 
shouldn’t  be  long  before  more 
courts  will  be  needed,”  Dr.

The 
Senate  establishes  regulations  and  policies  of  student  affairs, 
and  promotes  co-ordination  between  student  organizations 
and  organizations  beyond  the  college  campus.  For  these 
reasons,  the  Student  Senate  welcomes  all  suggestions  and 
proposals  from  tire  student  body  to  form  a  stronger  and 
more  effective  student  government  association. 

One  of  its  current  projects  is  the  revision  of  the  student 
constitution.  The  final  draft  is  up  for  approval  and  will  soon 
be  sent  to  the  various  organizations  on  campus.

John  Phoenix,  a  representative  of  GDI,  proposed 
recently  that  the  Senate  consider  placing  the  initials  NWMSC 
in  block  formation  on  the  campus  water  tower.  The  Senate 
is  now  in  the  process  of  gathering  information  concerning 
the  project.

Constitution  of  the  Student  Government  Association  of  North¬ 
west  Missouri  Slate  College,  Maryville,  Missouri. 

ARTICLE  I 


The  organization  shall  be  known  as  “The  Northwest  Missouri 
State  College  Student  Government  Association.” 

ARTICLE  II 


It  shall  be  the  purpose  and  responsibility  of  the  Northwest 
Missouri  State  College  Student  Government  Association  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  General  Welfare  of  the  College  Community  by: 

a.  Providing  a  representative  governing  body  for  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Student  Government  Association  to  transact  its 
affairs; 

b.  Assisting  in  the  integration  and  coordination  of  the  activi¬ 
ties  of  all  student  organizations; 

c.  Encouraging  the  development  of  responsibile  student  parti¬ 
cipation  in  the  overall  policy  and  decision  making  processes  in 
the  areas  of  education  and  student  welfare; 

d.  Abiding  in  the .  establishing,  of  policies  and  regulations 
affecting  student  affairs; 

e.  Promoting  effective  communication,  both  within  and  be¬ 
yond  the  College  Community. 

ARTICLE  III 

Membership 

The  membership  shall  include  all  undergraduate  and  graduate 
students  duly  enrolled  at  the  Northwest  Missouri  State  College 
Campus. 

ARTICLE  IV 
.  Governing  Body 

Section  1.  Hie  Governing  Body  of  the  Student  Government 
Association  si  util  be  known  as  the  Student  Senate. 


Section  2.  The  Student  Senate  shall  be  composed  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  members  with  voting  privileges: 

a.  The  three  elected  officers  of  the  Student  Government  As¬ 
sociation  who  shall  serve  in  the  same  capacity  as  the  officers 
of  the  Student  Senate; 

b.  Two  representatives  from  each  of  the  four  academic 
classes:  Freshman,  Sophomore,  Junior,  and  Senior; 

c.  Three  representatives  from  the  Women's  Residence  Halls, 
none  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  social  sororities  or  fraterni¬ 
ties. 

d.  Three  representatives  from  the  Men’s  Residence  Halls, 
none  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  a  social  fraternity. 

e.  Three  members  from  tiie  social  sororities  affiliated  with 
the  Panhellenac  Council. 

f.  Three  members  from  the  social  fraternities  affiliated  with 
tlhe  Inter-Fraternity  Council. 

g.  One  member  of  the  Associated  Women's  Students, 

Section  3.  The  following  individuals  shall  also  be  members 

of  the  Student  Senate  without  voting  privileges : 

a.  Dean  of  Students.  . 

b.  Two  representatives  of  tiie  faculty  wiw  wil  act  as  a(lv,‘ 

Section  4.  Any  recognized  college  organization  may  petition 
the  Student  Senate  for  representation  on  the  Senate.  Approval 
of  a  new  group  to  representation  on  the  Senate  shall  require 
three  fourths  vote  of  the  Student,  Senate. 

Section  5.  Every  member  of  the  Student  Government  As¬ 
sociation  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  for  the  elected  ofheer* 
of  the  Association  and  to  vote  for  his  appropriate  class  rep- 
resentative.  In  addition,  lie  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  tor 
senators  from  any  of  the  organhsatkxns  listed  m  Sections  a, 
d,  e,  f,  and  g  of  which  he  is  a  member.

Issue  Depends  I 

On  'No  Establishment' 

Recent  preparations  for  Religious  Emphasis  Week  have 
brought  to  mind  the  argument  of  the  separation  of  church  and 
state  in  the  United  States  today. 

There  have  been  numerous  instances  where  the  Federal 
Constitution  has  been  contested  relative  to  the  first  clause  in 
the  first  of  the  Bill  of  Rights. 

According  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  Congress 
shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of  religion.” 
Supplementing  and  interpreting  this  rule  from  the  First  Amend¬ 
ment,  the  Supreme  Court  has  handed  down  several  decisions 
on  the  controversial  First  Amendment. 

In  the  1946  Supreme  Court  case,  Illinois  ex  rcl.  versus 
McCollum,  the  court  examined  the  constitutionality  of  non¬ 
mandatory  Bible  classes  in  a  public  school.  During  the 
classes  thc  non-religious  students  in  the  school  were  re-.... 
quire d  to  go  to  another  room  and  continue  their  secular 
studies.  The  Court  said  that  such  conduct  was  a  violation 
of  thc  First  Amendment  in  that  thc  use  of  public  schools 
to  sustain  or  aid  a  religious  sect  or  belief  is  an  establish¬ 
ment  of  religion  by  thc  government. 

The  case  of  Engel  versus  Vitale  in  1957  resulted  in  the  court 
rilling  on  a  non-mandatory  prayer  given  each  morning  before 
classes  began.  The  court  ruled  that  the  prayer  was  not  m 
keeping  with  the  “no  establishment”  clause  of  the  First 
amendment.  Justice  Black  commented,  “When  the  power, 
prestige,  and  financial  support  of  government  is  placed  be¬ 
hind  a  particular  religious  belief,  the  indirect  coercive  pres¬ 
sure  upon  religious  minorities  to  conform  to  the  previously 
officially  approved  religion  is  plain.”  Further  the  court  ex¬ 
plained  that  the  fact  that  participation  in  the  prayer  was  vol¬ 
untary  Was  not  considered  relative. 

The  Court  ruled  on  Bible  reading  in  public  schools  in  the 
1963  case  of  Schempp  versus  Abington  School  District  The 
Court  said  that  daily  reading  of  the  Bible  or  any  part  of  it  (for 
instance,  the  Lord’s  Prayer),  whether  it  was  mandatory  or 
non-mandatory,  is  unconstitutional. 

Thc  state  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Missouri  also  con¬ 
tains  certain  provisions  for  the  separation  of  church  and 
state  within  the  state.  In  Article  I,  Section  7,  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  states  “That  no  money  shall  ever  be  taken  from  the 
public  treasury,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  aid  of  any 
church,  sect,  or  denomination  or  religion,  or  in  aid  of  any 
priest,  preacher,  sister  or  teacher  thereof  .  . 

Article  IX,  Section  8  states,  “Neither  the  general  assem¬ 
bly,  nor  any  counnty,  town,  township,  school  district,  or  other 
municipal  corporation,  shall  ever  make  an  appropriation  or 
pay  from  any  public  fund  whatever,  anything  in  aid  of  any 
religious  creed,  church,  or  sectarian  purpose  ... 

These  facts  concerning  the  separation  of  church  and  state 
are  not  cited  because  this  writer  is  anti-religious  or  atheistic. 
Rather  he  believes  such  separation  strengthens  the  position  of 
religion  and  the  government  in  that  each  can  best  function 
when  not  concerned  with  the  other.  He  does  not  object  to 
holding  Religious  Emphasis  Week  but  believes  the  event 
should  be  held  off-campus  and  should  be  sponsored  exclus¬ 
ively  by  the  various  religious  organizations. 

The  framers  of  the  Constitution  wanted  the  United  States 
to  be  a  country  where  each  could  worship  or  refuse  to  wor¬ 
ship  in  his  own  way  without  the  interference  of  the  Federal 
or  local  government  and  without  having  to  support  the  beliefs 
of  others.

Study  of  Religion 

!  “Northwest  Missouri  State  College  is  a  school  of  filler 
‘  education  dedicated  to  the  basic  concern  of  revealing 
knowledge  and  truth  in  all  areas. 

“Religion  is  an  integral  part  of  the  experience  of  man. 
As  a  part  of  man’s  experience,  then,  the  college  student 
should  be  and  needs  to  be  confronted  with  the  ideologies 
which  religion  professes,"  commented  the  Rev.  Ray  Gass. 

Just  because  an  individual  does  not  like  sports  is  ; 
no  excuse  for  the  college  not  to  buy  uniforms.  The  j 
same  goes  ror  the  sponsoring  of  the  poet,  a  folk  sing¬ 
ing  group,  Religious  Emphasis  Week,  or  the  purchase 
of  band  uniforms.  The  money  to  sponsor  Religious 
Emphasis  Week  ctfmes  from  student  activity  funds  just 
as  docs  thc  money  used  to  buy  these  uniforms  and 
to  sponsor  other  special  programs. 

Academic,  freedom  is  perhaps  the  basic  right  which 
college  students,  administrators,  and  faculty  members 
value  more  than  any  other  thing.  Chief  Justice  Earl  War¬ 
ren  declared  in  the  Sweezy  vs.  New  Hampshire  case  that 
“Scholarship  cannot  flourish  in  an  atmosphere  of  suspi¬ 
cion  and  distrust.  Teachers  and  students  must  always  re¬ 
main  free  to  inquire,  to  study,  and  to  evaluate;  to  gain 
new  maturity  and  understanding;  otherwise  our  civiliza¬ 
tion  will  stagnate  and  die.” 

Indeed,  dealing  with  such  a  controversial  issue  as  re¬ 
ligion  is  to  the  credit  of  the  college  administration. 

As  college  students  we  recognize  that  academic  freedom 
should  be  our  greatest  concern.  As  we  are  recognized  as 
responsible  citizens,  we  are  allowed  to  choose  our  own 
course  of  action.  We  are  free  to  attend  lectures  and  classes 
or  not  to  attend.  We  are  free  to  be  apathetic,  to  be  en¬ 
thusiastic,  or  to  march  in  protest. 

We  who  believe  that  students  here  should  have  this 
right  to  investigate  ideologies  stand  not  alone. 

Justice  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  in  thc  1929  case  of 
the  U.  S.  vs.  Schwimmer  expressed  his  views  about 
the  decision.  “If  there  is  any  principle  of  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  that  more  imperatively  calls  for  attachment  than 
any  other,  it  is  the  principle  of  free  thought;  not  free 
thought  for  those  who  agree  with  us,  but  freedom  for 
those  whose  thoughts  we  hate.” 

Arthur  S.  Flemming,  former  secretary  of  Health,  Edu¬ 
cation,  and  Welfare,  decried  the  religious  illiteracy  of  to¬ 
day’s  students  and  urged  a  “vigorous,  comprehensive  pro¬ 
gram  to  overcome  it!”  He  quoted  from  the  historic  1963 
court  decision  which  specifically  encourages  teaching 
“about”  religion.  (Phi  Delta  Kappa,  February  1967.) 

The  historic  1963  decision  to  which  Mr.  Flemming  re¬ 
ferred  is  the  Abington  vs.  Schemmp  case  that  ruled  8-1 
against  local  laws  which  would  regulate  the  reading  of 
prayers  and  Bible  verses  in  classrooms.  Yet,  as  it  has  been 
pointed  out,  this  decision  did  not  rule  out  the  academic 
study  of  religion. 

In  a  paragraph  of  Justice  Clark’s  minority  opinion  it 
was  stated,  “Nothing  we  have  said  here  indicates  that 
such  study  of  the  Bible  or  of  religion,  when  presented 
objectively  as  part  of  the  secular  program  of  education, 
may  not  be  effected  consistent  with  the  First  Amend¬ 
ment.” 

The  purpose  of  Religious  Emphasis  Week  at  MSC  is  not 
to  convert  students  nor  to  indoctrinate  anyone,  but  merely 
to  provide  one  more  area  of  study  and  investigation  in  the 
experience  of  the  student.  —  Beverly  Beeks

Pledgeship  is  a  period  of  probation  during  which  the 
pledge  takes  on  various  responsibilities  and  learns  the 
standards  of  the  sorority  to  which  she  has  pledged  her 
allegiance.  Although  this  orientation  is  thorough,  complete 
understanding  is  achieved  only  after  initiation. 

The  women  in  a  sorority  are  not  stereotypes.' Each  mem¬ 
ber  of  a  sorority  at  NWMSC  is  an  individual  who  has  some¬ 
thing  to  contribute  to  the  group.  In  turn,  each  is  benefitted 
by  the  59  other  donations.  No  matter  how  much  time  and 
talent  is  devoted  to  Greek  life,  the  rewards  received  are 
many  times  greater. 

Sorority  life  educates  its  members  in  aspects  of  life  vital 
to  adulthood.  The  Greek  woman  is  recognized  by  her  sense 
of  responsibility,  her  organization  of  daily  affairs,  her  devo¬ 
tion  to  the  established  beliefs  of  the  sorority,  and  her  re¬ 
spect  and  consideration  for  the  beliefs  of  others. 

What  is  it  like  to  have  59  sisters?  It  gives  one  an  awesome 
feeling  of  belonging.  Every  sorrow  is  comforted;  every  tear 
is  multiplied  by  59;  every,  smile,  sets,, off  a  jehain  reaction 
when  a  single  joy  of  one  woman  is  shared  and  felt  by  all  of 
her  sisters;.  —Valerie  Watkins
